brighter in lustre, but nearer to the living 
generation. JInt let us hold in equal remem- 
brance those who hare identified their names 


: the glory of the country,from whatever 


dune they came. And let the coming gen- 
erations bo taught that those who contribute 
to the defence, the advancement,the renown 
of the Great Kepubh'c, Khali never ho fotgot- 
len but shall live in grateful reniemberance, 
coeval with its immortal life. 


It may be proper, although it is not nee- 


jswiry to say that I propose this resolution ' 
vholly without the knowledge of the Mar-1 
juis de JS'oaillcs.
